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Senate Opposed to Farther 


WITHOUT CONGRESS1 APPKOVAL 


Kiver and Harbor Bill Passed Over 


the President's Veto by 


the House. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—At 7 o'clock 


'tonigbt the long struggle in the senate 
over the bill to prohibit the issue of 
bonds caiae to an end, and the bill v aa 
passed by a vote of 35 to 32. The bill 
as passed covere only three lines, aa fol- 
lows : 


Be it enacted, that the issuance of in- 


terest-bearing bonds of the United 
States, for any purpose whatever, with- 
out further authority of congress, ia 
hereby prohibited. 


The voting did not begin until 6.30 


p.m., at which time the chamber was 
dimly lighted and the galleries almost 
empty. 


A flood of amendments were first 


voted down, all being defeated. One by 
Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island e&ve the 
executive power to issue bonds in cer- 
tain emergencies; 
another by Mr. 


Aldrich provided that the act ehould 
not impair the obligation to pay in coin. 
Mr. Hill's amendment that the treasury 
notes be retired when redeemed was ta- 
bled, 43 to 12. Mr. Gray's amendment 
for the substitution of coin notes for 
treasuty notes, was defeated without a 
yea and nay vote. The last preliminary 
vote waa on Mr. Hill's motion to post- 
pone the subject until next December, 
which was defeated. Then came the 
final vote, with the result stated. 
; 


The debate on the bond bill lasted 


throughout the day and .was at times 
very animated. Mr. Cannon of Utah 
made a special reply to criticisms' of the 
five Republican senators, including 
himself who voted against the Dingley 
tariff bill, and declared the measure 
waa a legislative monstrosity. Mr. Can- 
non asserted that the intermountain 
states took Henry M. Teller as a leader 
rather thaii the senator from Ohio 
(Sherman). Mr. Allison expressed his 
strong belief that the United States 
could not enter alone upon tbe coinage 
of silver at 1G to 1. 


Mr. Chandler appealed to senators on 


the other side of the chamber to join 
in a patriotic measure to sustain the 
country's honor. Mr. Chandler also 
paid a tribute to the personal integrity 
of President Cleveland and Secretary 
Carlisle. 


Teller enoke in favor of making silver 


the first and paramount question. 


Mr. Burrows declared that it would 


have been better had the country gone 
down in the storm of war than that i 
measure tatting away the last prop to Ui 
credit should pass. Mr. Palmer of Illi- 
nois also opposed the bill. 


Before the bond bill was taken up Mr, 


Morrill of Vermont, chairman of the 
finance committee, spoke on the tariff 
and finance. Mr. Vest gave notice that 
he would move tomorrow to take up the 
river and harbor bill veto. 


In reporting a bill for the construction 


of the Hicaraguau canal, Mr. Morgan 
asked that December 14th next be fixed 
for consideration of the bill, but Mr. 
Pettigrew, Republican of South Dakota, 
objected. Debate was then resumed on 
the conference report on the Indian ap- 
propriation bill, Mr. Vilas and Mr. 
George opposing the report. 


At 1 p.m. the Butler bond bill waa 


taken up, the Indian conference report 
going over. 
Mr. Aldrich offered tho following 


amendment, aa an additional section to 
follow that prohibiting the issue of 
bonds: 
"Unless in case of emergency, it 


necessary, in the opinion of the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the secre- 
tary of the treasury, to issue such 
bonds iu accordance with the provisions 
of existing laws, to preserve the public 
credit or to meet obligations of the 
United States created by such existing 
law which cannot otherwise be met, 
and all such bonds, when so issued, shall 
first be offered at public sale." 


Before tbe debute proceeded Mr. Hil 


suggested that a vote on the Brown res 
olution, declaring issues of future bond 
illegal, should follow the vote on the 
Butler prohibitory bill. 


Mr. brown assented, and Mr. Butlei 


wanted 6 p.m. tomorrow fixed aa th< 
time for the vote on the' Brown reflolu 
tion. 
Mr. Hill insisted, however, that th 
" whole bond busineas" should be cleared 
from tbe floor today. Objections wer 
made and no agreement was effected. 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The house de 


voted itself today to passing the rive 
and harbor bill over the President' 
veto, and to unseating, by a vote of 10 
to 39, John J. Walsh, the Democratl 
member from the Eighth New Yorkdis 
trict, whose place will be filled by Job 
Murray Mitchell, Republican. Both o 
these actions were foregone conclusions 
60 they excited comparatively little in 
tereat, although there was a full hou< 
to vote on the river and harbor bill.

cious; that Dr. Hearne was damaged in 
QUsineeB and reputation in the sum 
stated, and that the financial condition 
ol De Young was such as to make heavy 
damages proper. The case came to a 
deadlock with the first witness, whc 
was called to testify that he had under 
Etood from reading tho orticlo thn 
Hearne was charged with the murder 
The defendant objected to this on th 
ground tout the court and not the jur 
was required to judge aa to whethe 
such a construction of the latiguag 
used was a reasonable one. 


In the course of the argument the de- 


fendant's attorney aaid the article a 
most could only be held to charge tha 
Hearne was suspected of the murder. 


The plaintiff declared that the artic! 


charged him with murder. Judge Van 
Dyke of LOB Angeled, who is presiding 
did not wish to decide this importan 
point without bearing authorities an 
the plaintiff promised to present them 
tomorrow morning. At that time th 
court will rule as to whether tne C/iroi 
icfe'ji article, reasonably constructei 
charged Hearne with murder. 


The decision of this point will in

SAN FUANCISCO, June 2.—The officers 


of the San Joaquin Valley road are

Track lay inn should be conducted at the 
rate of two miles per day, but for the 
last week has only progressed at half 
that speed. The tracks are now three 
miles from Merced and will reach that 
town on Thursday. At that point all 
difficulty regarding a depot site baa been 
overcome, but from now on till the con- 
demnation suite aro finished little grad- 
ing or track laying will be possible. 


The San Joaquin officials say they 


have offered many times the value of 
tho land which it is desired to traverse, 
and also to submit its value to arbitra- 
tion, but that all proffers have been re- 
fused, and they have been compelled to 
go into tbe courts. They have little 
doubt that the tribunals will declare the 
road a public benefit and condemn tbe 
lands, but they are filled with disgust 
that delays should take place just at this 
time.

They pro- 
cured a rope, and going a distance 
above, let the boat down stream. In 
this manner the two men and child were 
rescued. 
One was the foreman on Frank JJul- 


lard's ranch near tlio picnic grounds 
and tho child was his son. The other 
man was a friend visiting from San 
Francisco. They had gone out on the 
river for a ride and In the whirlpool 
around the snag their boat capsized. 
The ranch foreman caught his child and 
they all managed to reach the snag. 


The river at thia point ia very swift 


and boatina is dangeroua, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that many people who have 
never been on the water before engage 
in tho pleasure every Sunday. 


The names of the ranch foreman and 


friend could not be learned last night. 
An attempt ivna made in thn interests 
of tho proprietors of tho picnic grounds 
to have tho matter kept quiet.

STAY IN THE PARTY. 


The National Silver Party, with head- 


quarters in Washington, P. C., hna lo- 
aned an addixns "to tlio frienda of sil- 
ver." It is a ringiBR appeal to voters, 
•lid the people who ieene it leave no 
room for doubt concerning what they 
want. A Uriel extract from the address 
will give an idea ot the purport ol all of 
it, and such an extract follows: 


"Our friends are urged to push the 


work of organization with all possible 
vigor, giving no heed to those who ad- 
viee waiting the action of the old parties 
that contain enemies as well aa friends 
of our cause. Ttie power of our organ- 
ization to detent the ambition of the 
Janue-facecl politicians ia bciiiR recog- 
nized by all parties, hence clean-cut 
declarations for or against silver are tin 
rule in the local conventions of the ol( 
parties this year. Our purpose is to 
unite for action all believers in tlie res 
toration of free silver and prosperity 
This cannot bo accomplished by inaction 
or delay on tbe part of our friends." 


Briefly, then, what the National Sil 


ver Party wants ia that all friends of the 
white metal shall desert the parties o 
their present adherence, whatever thoEe 
parties may be, and go into the new or- 
ganisation. If they will do this the Na- 
tional Silver Party looks for Etnooth sail- 
ing and a very pleasant time, which ii 
guarantees to share with nil who are 
faithful to its interests. It is an enter- 
taining program, but it hae its draw- 
backs. 


Foremost among these drawbacks 


should be mentioned the fact that the 
plan is predestined to failure. The Sil- 
ver Party was organized on the 22d day 
of January of the present year. Never 
yet in history has a political organiza- 
tion been victorious before it was ten 
months old, and there ia no reason to 
flUppOBo that this year will be an excep- 
tion to tbe records of all time. Suppose 
that voters adopt tbe advice offered in 
the address and desert their old parties, 
what will be the result? Primarily thin, 
that their votes will be thrown away. 
They will have left a party in which 
there is hope for their'cause for a parly 
in which there can be no such hope. 


And this is not the worst of it. They 


will have surrendered the power to ex- 
ert an influence (or silver within th« 
party that they deaert. It ifl generally 
conceded that the Republican party 
will elect the next President and v.ill re- 
tain tho control of congress. 
Most 


Democrats acknowledge the fact, and 
even the Populists admit that the prob- 
abilities are in that direction. As for 
the Silver Party, so culled, it is hardly a 
factor in the political game. In the 
Republican party, then, ia to be the 
hop* ol silver ii it ia to have a hope 
within tbe next few yeara; and it ie the 
m«n of tbe party who must ahape a sen- 
timent for Bilver if there ia to be ouch a 
aentimeot. Men outride of the party 
can do little or nothing. 


It ia much to be regretted that there 


is to much of Eastern influence in th e 
Republican party aa to make ita atti- 
tude on the financial question doubtful. 
But what then? Shall the believers in 
bimetallism therefore desert the party, 
aa the leadere of the Silver Party de- 
eire? It ie certain that not enough of 
them will do BO to endanger the result. 
On the contrary, if they remain in the 
party they can there exert an influence 
Which eventually will make itself felt in 
behalf of the double standard. In such 
a course is the nearest bone for them, 
and In other courses there is no hope. 


lint suppose an extreme case: Sup- 


pose that there were enouch defections 
from the other parties to insure the suc- 
cess of the Silver Party, what would be 
the result? There would he in power a 
party of a single idea. It would he for 
silver first, last and all the time, but 
there would be 110 guarantee concerning 
what else it would favor. As extremists 
rueh to new parties, it ia entirely sup- 
poaable that free-traders (so termed) 
lor instance, might be a predominating 
element. Would any Republican con- 
aider a victory for silver anything else 
that dearly bought if its price weie the 
surrender of the protective principle? 
It is inconceivable that such would be 
the case. 


The fact is that to aay Republican a 


victory for silver without the Republican 
party would be all too dearly bought. 
The party stands for a principle which 
cannot take second place to any other 
question; it is a principle which no 
wise and true Republican will deeert. 
Such a victory ia an impossibility at 
this time, and from that poiut • of view 
defections are. not to be feared. But the 
party of protection needs every friend 
of silver to remain within Us ranks. It 
cannot afford to have any of them stray- 
ing away on a "wild gooae chase," for it 
want* all of their influence to overcome 
and nullify the adver&e influence within 
ita ranks. It needs them all to hasten 
the day wben the double-money stand' 
ard of our fathers will be restored. The 
fewer Republicans who accept the Sil- 
ver Party's invitation, the greater is the 
hope for silver.
